two Tuskegee Airmen. Earlier in the month students and staff watched 
the HBO film “Tuskegee Airmen to prepare for our guests’ presenta- 
tion. We welcomed Mr. George and Mr. Thomas Tindall who were gen- 
uinely pleased to share their experiences. After showing a twenty 
minute film documenting the significant events and people involved in 
the Tuskegee Air Program during World War Il, Mr. Reed began to 
speak. Clearly Mr. Reed is an ambitious man with a positive attitude. 
Although the racist laws of segregation prevented Mr. Reed from ful- 
filling all of his dreams of flying fighter planes overseas, he was able to 
smile while sharing his memories of meeting his future wife at the 
Tuskegee airfield. Mr. Tindall also had heartening things to say about 
his training and his experiences. When asked how he endured the 
racial abuse and lack of respect of white soldiers, he quickly explained 
that there was nothing that could prevent him from achieving his 
goals. Similarly, when asked how he could fight for a country which 
did not treat him equally, he automatically responded that he had no 
other country for which to fight. In other words Mr. Tindall believed his 
efforts should help change his own country.
